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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 4-7, 9 and 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Futakami et al. (5,842,761) in view of Okajima et al. (5,334,993) further in view of JP 2-93425 
(See IDS filed on 10/25/2004) 

Regarding Claims 1 and 3-10, Futakami discloses a liquid crystal projector where 
in Figs 1 and 2, it is disclosed a LCD panel structure 110 having a top support member 
and bottom support member 151 and 152 where both have depressed parts where the 
elements 104 and 101 are mounted. Futakami et al. fail to disclose the support members 
to be elastically deformable and only one of the holding members having the depression. 
However, Okajima et al. disclose a liquid crystal display device where in Fig. 4, top 
holding member and the lower holding member 112 and 1 13 are made of plastic. 
Furthermore, JP 2-93425 discloses a liquid crystal display device where in Fig. 12, only 
one of the holding members have the depression. 

It would have been obvious to one of having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include the required elastically deformable support/holding 
members and only one of the holding members with depression in Futakami et al. as 
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taught by Okajima et al. JP 2-93425 respectively in order to have a liquid crystal display 
device with increased reliability.
